the East, West, and North mysteriously seem to disappear - they seem not 
to be refracted back toearth from the ionospheric layer - while those 
from far South seem to mme through with tremendous volume! So, when 
these phenonema exist, look for stations-in the Deep South and Latin Am- 
erica to be dancing on your dials, giving the impression that the famil- 
lar horde of U.S. and Canada all-nighte s have gone to bed! Graveyard 
channels are often dominated by Floridians and/or SS stations.
